This month, the JUG adds a new permanent 
feature: Stations of the Month. It seemed 
appropriate at this time to provide some kind 
of statistical summary to give members an 
idea of what gear is most popular with the | 
NCCC Wild Bunch. ; 

Based on the first 56 questionnaires re- 
ceived by WA6DIL, Collins equipment is the 
most popular (18), followed by Drake (13), 
Yaesu (10), Heath (8) and Kenwood (7). Many 
members have a second receiver on hand, the 
majority of which are older-model Collins.
